Ba va ria n pa rents, begun to lecture 
It the University of Pra gue when 
he developed a n interest in the 
philosophica l a nd theologica l writ­ 
ings of the reformer Wy cliffe. 
Very soon he ha d tra nsla ted much 
9 f Wy cliffe into Czech. 
Then, in 1405, Huss published 
1 trea tise in which he decla imed 
a ga inst forged mira cles a nd eccle- 
lia stica l greed, a nd urged Chris­ 
tia ns to seek Christ in His endur­ 
ing word ra ther tha n to look foi 
sensible signs of His presence. Not 
long a fter, he wa s ex communi- 
sa ted. 
But he continued prea ch­ 
ing, a nd in 1411 a new ba n wa s 
Issued a nd the whole city where 
he lived wa s la id under interdict. 
But still “ this pa le, thin ma n in 
mea n a ttire” prea ched. 
Fina lly 
he went into seclusion. 
But by now the fla mes of the 
clergy ’s opposition ha d burned too 
high. 
Huss wa s ca lled out of se­ 
clusion, wa s cha rged with a long 
list of heresies, one of which de­ 
fied tha t Peter wa s hea d of the 
church.
